“I have jast come from the railway station. 
More troops are expected. Marshal Le Beuf 
has just passed toward General Frossard’'s 
headquarters, on his way to the heights of 
Spicheren. A French officer gave me a place 
in his carriage. 

At half-past nine we reached the advanced 
posts, a8 & lieutenant and captain of the Sixty- 
vinth regiment of the line were busy buck- 
lirg on their men’s kpapsacks. They only 
know the order is “forward.” At ten o’clock 
videttes of Bartoul’s brigade were sent to the 
front, and the infantry was steadily advanc- 
ing pnder cover of a wood, following the 
road on a parallel line, 

Artillery and cavalry were all 
the bfil. Reaching the plain, the infantry 
rapidly’ deployed, and skirmishers were 
thrown well out, and battalions massed in the 
rear of the artillery in position on the heights. 
The skirmisbing line traversed the valley, 
followed by tbe battalions, and keeping at 
eome distanee 

Tre heights from the other side were reached 
without serious opposition, overlooking Saar- 
brucken. The artillery opened fire at once, 
the Prussien batteries on the opposite side 
of the river replying vigorously. The divis- 
ion of Battaille, massed upon the road from 
Forbach to Saarbruck, moved up, and the at- 
tack began in earnest. 

At twelve o’clock the Emperor arrived, and 
the cannonade was brisk all along the line. 
A Piussian battery, at the entrance of the 
wood near the village of Ameral, finding it 
too hot, limbered up and and moved away. A 
hattaiion cf Prussmm, infantry retired at the 
same time, in good order, by the quay of the 
Sear. On this battalion the first experiment 
was made with the mitraijleurs, and with de- 
cided effect. The battalion was broken and 
diweppeered in disorder behind the nearest 


cover. 
At two o’clock the troops were im advance 


sgain, and the ground just held by the Prus- 
siaps was occupied without further resistance. 
Here there were a few Prussians dead and 
many wounded, There was cannonading to- 
ward Saarlouis, but it was growing weaker. 
Nine stropg columns of infantry, with cay- 
alry and artillery, leaving Spicheren, took a 
position between the village of Ainvale and 
and Haheberg and the siopes of Saarbruck.

edge of a wood in the rear of Saarbruck, open- 
ed on the French troops, who advanced under 
his fire and established several battalions on 
the heigh4s above the Saar. The cannonade 
then stretebed along the entire line from 
Ludwigswald, a mile and a half to the nght 
of Saarbruck, to the extremity of the forest 
of Ameral, m the rear of a village of the same 


name, 
During the action the Prussians blew up the 


bridge over the Saar, which the French are 


now repairing.

It is claimedthat the number 
of unchaste women will increase among 
the agitators, as notoriety is congenial to 
them. 
THE DANGER AND THE ANSWER, 


These charges, it: says, the respectable 
agitators meet by a plea which is known 
to la as ‘confession and avoidence;”’ 
that is, they say: “True, but what of it? 
You men, in your politics, have no hesi- 
tation whatever in associating on perfectly 
friendly terms with well-known profli- 
gates of your own sex, and think your- 
selves and your work nonethe worse of it. 
Indeed, some of your most tamous states- 
men have been men of dissolute lives. 
Now, chastity is a lawof universal obli- 

ation, just as binding on one sex ason 
the other. e shall, therefore, not sub- 
mit any longer to the imposition of pains 
and penalties forthe violation of iton 
women to which men are not alsoexposed.

Although it is true that chastity is a

both from temperament and cireumstan- 


ces, and in-the ease of women very weak, 
Mens passions are fierce and active;

The 
distinction has, however, a utilitarian as 
well asa purely ethical basis, and one no 
less important certainly. Like most 
other of the usages kept up by society for 
the regulation of the relations of the sexes 
at has for its object the maintenance of 
the integrity and purity of the family. 
The maternity of a childis a physical fact, 
very difficult of concealment, hardly ever 
successfully concealed, and usually prova- 
ble by many witnesses. The paternity 
of a child is, on the other hand, simply an 
inference which derives all its strength 
from the importance attached to chastit 
by the female sex. It rests simply an 
solely on the character of the mother. It 
is incapable of proof by any other testi- 
mony than hers. Ali that is known about 
it is locked up in her breast, andto weaken 
her scruples, therefore, is to throw 
doubts on the origin ofall her children; 
or, in other words, to strike at the very 
roots of the family organization. If we 
had ae so arranged, therefore, that a 
woman thought no more of we her 
marriage vows than aman, we should have 
probably in a very large part of the world 
either to give up the family altogether, or 
shut woman up, as they once were shut up.
